It cannot bo denied that the situa- 
tion in Europe is critical. The appar- 
ent intention of Kiissia not to withdraw 
from Eulgariii and Asia IMinor, tho 
Afghanistan tronblcs, tlio inuhsgiiised 
hostility of tho Kussian iires.s, the out- 
rages on Turks in Eoumelia and Bul- 
garia, tho rapid massing of Kussian 
troops on the borders of tiie Black Sea 
— all- point to a doterniination on tho 
part of tho Czar to disregard the 'I'reaty 
of Berlin and renew tlu? struggle for 
the possession of Turkey at the earliest 
opporfcumty._ , Austria has subdued and 
occupied the proviccs of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, — through diplomacy ob- 
taining greater concessions than Jvnssia 
got after pouring out the blood anil 
treasure of her children like water. 
Tho Hussians havo.'liot been a reading 
people ; the masses have been steeped 
in ignorance, and have taken but little 
interest in what was going on at home 
or in tho outside world. But of hit? 
years there has conio a vast iuiprovc- 
mcnt in these respects. Since the 
abolishment of serfdom rapid strides 
Lavo been made in the extoii.siun of 
educational privileges. As peoplo'.s 
minds arc educated they e.xpaiul; 
as their minds expand they tliink ; and 
their thoughts naturally run on phms 
for their social and political advance- 
ment. Twenty j-ears ago tho •word of 
the OzAH was .sui>renic in Russia. Who- 
ever heard his voice quaked, and tho 
sight of a royal cavalcade was onougli 
to make every tooth in a subject's licad 
clatter like castanets in the hands of a 
Spanish danseuse. Education has open- 
ed the eyes of tho jicople, as railways 
and steamboats have opened the coun- 
try and brought peojile to know and 
understand each other wlio before never 
dreamed of going ten Miii'\^ away from 
home. All over Eurcpu i^ic system of 
conititutional or popular government, 
■wrung from the unwilling hands of 
hereditary rulers, prevails, with the 
solitary exception of-' Bussia. There 
the form of Government is abso- 
lute; and although tho Czau's power is 
not nearly so great ns formerly, he still 
clings to the absolute traditions of the 
past with- a persistency that irritates 
and angers' his subjects. The re- 
cent assassinations of officials 
members of a secret jiolitical 
society called tho Xihilisfs; tlio cstab- 
lisJinif"'' of Socialist organs in different 
parts of the Empire, and the frequent 
emntes in large cities are all evidences 
of a restless and di.sc(mtcntcd condition 
of the public mind, which jji-esages a 
struggle with the ruling classes at no 
' remote day. The CzAusees and knows 
this, and he recognizes the necessity of 
creating a diversion to draw the minds 
of his people from the consideration of 
domestic affairs. Ho knows tliat tho 
diplomatic victory of BkacoN.<fii-ld at 
Berlin was a costly ono for Russia's 
prestige, and ho feolw that the infnlli- 
gence of his iieoplo havintr ^'"v'' P'^^e 

"'I tiv^iiai advantages, they 

are galled by the reflection that he 
was worsted in the intellectual combat 
at Berlin and really o&cupies a very in- 
ferior position. That Austria and 
Great Britain should secure substantial 
advantages in Turkey, and that Beac- 
ONSFiELD should bo enabled to say to 
the English people, "we have brought 
you back peace with honor," is too 
much for the pride of tho Muacovito to 
tamely contemplate. Hence a bold 
aggressive stroke is deemed necessary 
to appease the clamor o£,;ihe llus.sians. 
Tho Afghanistan trouble may aflbrd the 
e.vcuse, and the OzAii hopes while CJroat 
Britain's attention is diverted to India 
tQ.'exact other and more onerous terms 
from the Sultan. That tho Sulta.v is 
alive to the danger which threatens him 
is seen from the almost superhuman 
eflbrts ho is making to jilace the de- 
fences of his capital in a state of 
thoroughness to meet a sudden attack 
or withstand a prolonged siege. Pifty 
thousand men are now at work on the 
fortifications of Constantinople, and the 
British fleet, which has not left the 
Sea of Marmora, is within ca.sy reach I 
of the BosphoruH and the Black Sea. 
AVe are amongst tliose who since the j 
outbreak of the war in the iCast have | 
always reganled a general European I 
war as inevitaV)le; and unless the signa- 
tories to the treaty of Berlin unite in ' 
enforcing its requirements "on Russia

EUROPE. 

LoN'uoy, Nov. G. — A Norwegian 
whaler which has returned from tho 
Artie ocean reports that oif NovaZem- 
bla she was boarded by two iiirutical 
Eussiau schooners arid robbed pf. every r_ 
thing portable. 

The Hungarian diet rejected a mo- 
tion for impeachment of the ministry 
by 170 to 95. 

Vienna, Nov. G. — The lower house 
of the reichsrath, by a vote of IGO to 70 
adopted an address in reply to a speech 
from the throne. After debate, during 
which Baron Von Pretis Oognodo di;- 
monstrated that the occupation of 
Bosnia, which' ■was authorized by all 
powers, including Turkey, was neces- 
.sary to prevent the developenient of 
forces in the Balkan peninsula, which 
would sooner or later, clash with the 
interests of Austria. 

A dis])atch from Calcutta jioints to 
an order just issued for the formation 
from the Madras and Bondiay arnnes 
of a now division for the fi'ontier as a 
clear indication that the government 
expects an unfavorable reply to its ul- 
timatum. 

Maduid, Nov, C. — Tho counsel of 
Moncasi, who attempted to as.sassinate 
King Alfonso, requested three tlays' 
timo to prepare for tlm defen.^e, but the 
tribunal refused to delay. The counsel 
will ajipfal to a higher court, 

LoxuoN, Nov. C, — The snow storm 
at A'ienna, on Sunday last was very 
heavy. Alli-ailwaysand telegraph lines in 
that section ai-e interrupted. Thousands 
of telegraph poles are prostrated. The 
parks and ti'ees in the city were greatly 
injured. Tlie snow lies several feet 
deep. The storm extended throughout 
Austria. 

A 7Hmes' Berlin correspondent says; 
English and Dainsh influences are said 
to be working to induce the Uuko of 
Cumberland to recorjnizo the situation 
in iiauover and accept the Gueli)h 
nioney.s. 

German j)ai)ers announce tho found- 
ation of a free trade league to combat 
thu spread of protectionist tendencies. 

Dublin, Nov. 1.— A ih-e in jMay- 
nooth College was e.xtinguished after 
two wings of the college wer.e destroyed 
and the libi*ary slightly damag(!d. The 
lo.ss is estimated at $50,000. The stu- 
dents lost all their personal property. 
Tho fire was caused by overheating the 
warming ajiparatus. 

T^ovnoK, Oct. 30. — The North of 
England Carriage and Irom Company 
has failed. Liabilities believed to bfe 
heavy. 

Thompson ife Nephews, timber merch- 
ants of Grangemouth, have failed; lia- 
bilities heavy. 

There has been a light fall of snow 
in London. Considerable snow has 
fallen in various parts of the country. 

New York, November 2. — The 
Herald's Dublin special says in relation 
to the Maynootb tire: By midnight it 
was completely extinguished, but two 
wings of the building — tho southern 
and western ends — were destroyed. 
The lihrarv sullered consJilerable dani- 
ago, antl some valuable books were de- 
stroyed; but although students lost all 
their personal eflects, and some of 
them were rescued with diliiculty, no 
lives_ were lost. Tho buildings are 
massive stone structures, with long cor- 
ridors, and the students are locked in 
at night, thus making it diflicult to es- 
cape in case of sudden fire. After in- 
vestigation, tho Dublin Fire Depart- 
ment ascertained that the fire was 
caused by the overheating of the warm- 
ing apparatus. The loss is estimated 
at §50,000. Great sympathy is felt 
for the students, and subscriptions will 
probably be opened in all the Catliolic 
churches in Ireland to-morrow for their 
relief.

Prasor Eivor Navigation. 

A iiotitiou to tlic Hon. Clwrlcs 'i'uiipor, 
Ministof of Public Works, Ottawa, is 
about tcJ bo placod in circulation pniying 
for the removal of rocks obstructing tho 
navigation of Fra;or Hiver in tho Cotton- 
woon Canyon. Tho iictitiun st:ite.s that 
the canyon is about 500 yards in length 
and is distant about 20 niilus in a north- 
erly direction from Que.snelniouth. It 
also 8ots forth that tho removal of tho 
obstructions would render the river navig- 
able for a further distance of CO miles, 
making a navigable stretch of I-IO miles of 
water from Soda Crack and SO from Qucs- 
nelmouth, whereas, at present, tiic upper 
part of theFraseris only navigable for steam- 
boats from Soda Creek to Quesni-lniouth — 
(iO miles — and thence to tlie canyon, a dis- 
tance of 20 miles. The petition points 
out tho advantages that would bo derived 
from the removal of tho rocks and alludes 
to the reduction of froiglit on goods for 
Peace River and intermediate points that 
would result. It also demonstrates that tho 
work would open up 250 miles of now 
country and would greatly facilitate tho 
transportation of goods to Hi.xon Creek, 
already an important mining locality. It 
is estimated that the sum of §=15,(100 will 
bo ampl}' sullicient to reniove tlie rocks, 
the winter or early spring being tho most 
advantageous part of the year in which to 
perform the work. The petition i)raj-8 
that tho amount named may bo placed on 
estimatiea nt tlio next meeting of tho 
House of Coraniona.

Littlo Hopo for Merchants 'who had 
Goods on tho aeorffia. 

In regard to the cargo of tho wrecked 
steamer Cieoigia, C. V. S. Gihbs, the U. 
S. marine average adjuster, says that the 
Underwriters must pay tho loss upon 
goods insured by them, sinco their poli- 
cies covered idl acts of misconduct on tlie 
part of thu captain or crew. It'" was a 
peculiarity of maritime law that tho ves- 
sel only could be looked to and not tho 
owners. If the Georgia, therefore, should 
be saved and brought to San Francisco, tho 
Underwriters might libel her for having 
incurred mishap through tho misconduct 
of the captain, and if tliey proved their 
case, might recover to her full value, 
while against tho owners, should she 
prove a total loss, they had no redress. 
Tho owners of uninsured goods wore in 
exactly tho same position as tho Under- 
writers who had tiiken risks. If thoy 
could got hold of the vessel they might 
recover; if not, tliey had no redress 
against the owners. JMr. Giblis thought 
tho Georgia was insured in France, as the 
City of Tolsio, City of Poking, tho late 
City of San' Francisco and of her vossols 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
were covered there, the French under- 
writers being willing to take the risks for 
a much smaller premium than .any 
American companies or agents of English 
companies would do. The vessel herself 
was not worth more than §175,000 or 
S200,000. 'I'ho value of the cargo was 
between i?(;00,000 and §700,000. It is 
now conceded that Captain Howard of 
the tieorgia wils drunk when the disaster 
occurred.

The Fall. Mall Gazette on Evarta' 
- Letter. ' 

LoxDO.v, Nov. -l.— Tho Pall Mall 
Guzet/e, in a leading editorial article, 
.s.ays that the United States .should 
choose this precise niomont to publish 
what seems from telegraphic sumiuary 
to L'c a rather threatening dispatch ad- 
ilresscd by Secretary Evarts to Ameri- 
can Minister Wehsh, can' scarcely be 
regarded as accidental. All the world 
can see that we have on our hands just 
now cpiite as much as we can well deal 
with, and a really friendly power with 
a grievance like that, -whilst hold- 
ing to its position, would refriiin from 
casting tho matter in an, irritating way 
before tho public until our affairs ha\-e 
.assumed a more (leaeeful aspect. At 
any rate this is what, according to ad- 
mirens of tho Alabaina arbitration, we 
might certainly have}, expected from 
America. The truth' is that while tho 
very part}- with which the bargain was 
iniule still holds office in tlu; United 
States, the first opportunity is seized 
to make a ])oint against us just when it 
is reckoned that other difficulties may 
force us to give way. Nothing else is 
to 1)0 expected, and for our own part 
wo aro inclined to thank. Evarts for 
teaching our countrymen that nations 
generally arc no more inclinad to fore- 
go their advantages over one • another 
in the nineteenth century than in the 
eighteenth, seventeenth, sixteenth or 
first. Let sentimentalists blame Evarts, 
for he has disajipointed them, not us. 
American newspapers of all shades of 
jiolitical opinion, without giving a mo- 
ment's consideration, lot us bopo, to 
the fact that the quarrel has nothing 
whatever to do with an award of $5,- 
500,000 made in favor of Canada at 
Halifax, como forward at once with the 
contention that this money, due and 
long overdue to us, must not bo paid 
until and unless this new difference is 
settled in the way the}- think right. 
Nine million dollars of the Alabama 
indemnity still remains without any 
reasonaldo claimant, and here are $5,- 
500,000 more to be retained. We 
should have supposed that Americans 
could scarcely afford to recall attention 
to various matters relating to the 
Wa.shington treaty itaid-the manner in 
which its provisions have been carried 
out ; but then we too have a little sen- 
timent about us, for in truth the whole 
story is one of continued attempt at 
evasion, and evasion of a somewhat 
shabby kind, and, curiously enough, 
advantage was taken of the Igeal .regu- 
lations of the ' stale'- ' of ' "^ew-' York 
to avoid cempliance with one of the 
most important stipulations of the 
treaty in favor of Canadian shipping.
